SPOTLIGHT 186 - % m , 


ZWARTE NON or the BLACK NUN. 
has firmly established himself as a 
regular on 186 and 183 metres. 
Erwin, the operator of the station was 
first heard as a pirate in 1979 using 
the name VALENCIA. At this time, 
most of his transmissions were made 
on 227 metres. He also used the 
name KORENAAR for a short time. 

After an absence from the 
ainwaves, Erwin returned to 186 
metres in 1991 and chose the name 
ZWARTE NON. There had used to 
be another station of the same name 
from the Beekbergen area of the 
Netherlands but he has not been 
heard for some time. 

Enwin is 29 years old and single. 

His main job is working in a printing 
factory but he also does quite a lot of 
long distance lorry driving as well. 

The transmitter in current use is the 
BC 610 which gives a maximum 
output of around 650 watts. The 
antenna used is 36 metres long and 
some 10 metres high which explains 
the good signals that are almost 
always received in this and other 
countries. The new soundproof 
studio also contains an amplifier 
(Marantz), two pick-ups, CD player, 
tape deck etc, plus a domestic 
receiver. Erwin is mainly into heavy 
metal music which was patently 
obvious from the Black Sabbath T- 
shirt he was wearing when I first met 
him during his recent visit to Preston 
with Johan the Bare! The Black Nun 
record collection stands at around 
400 singles and over 100 LPs which 
can be found in the studio along with 
everything else. 


The jolly and easy-going presentation 
heard over the airwaves from the 
station brings a varied selection of 
English pop and Dutch music. 

Listen out for Zwarte Non on Friday 
or Saturday nights. Occasionally, he 
has guest pirates in the studio which 
may be a good opportunity for you to 
obtain one or two unusual QSLs. 

Reception reports to the station are 
always welcome and Erwin’s best yet 
came from Finland. Don’t worry 
about writing in Dutch as Erwin can 
speak and write good English and will 
always reply fairly quickly with a letter 
and postcard from his area. The 
address is; P.O. BOX 122, 7160 AC 
Neede, Netherlands. 

In the next PIRATE CHAT when 
spring will be upon us, the Spotlight 
186 feature will be slightly different 
and will be a question and answer

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Hello everyone and welcome back to EPS. 
Conditions have been fairly good recently but 
I think the activities on Saturday nights 
Sunday mornings are currently not so hectic 
as compared to last autumn, although quite 
a few new pirates have appeared the last 
two months. However, the activities on 76 
metres are becoming more and more 'stable* 
with more and more stations coming to this 
band. New stations are Dutch Radio Pluto 
that's been regular the last couple of weeks 
with music programmes on 3932 kHz and 
Wave Radio International which is a brand- 
new Swedish pirate that can be heard QSO- 
ing on any band, he's mostly heard on 76, 
48 & 41 metres though. Also, peculiar sta¬ 
tion Radio Psvchadelica have made two ap¬ 
pearances the last month on 3900 &. 3910 
kHz. I guess this station must be someone 
of the already existing 76 metres and consid¬ 
ering the operators speak with some foreign 
accent, there aren't so many to choose be¬ 
tween!

There 
is also Radio 76 which is expected to appear 
very soon on the 76 metre band. 48 metres 
is the band providing most regular stations.

Radio Nolan raided for the fourth time! 

It never rains but it pours... Shortly after the 
raid of Lowland, yet another Dutch pirate had 
to face the cruelty from the Dutch RCD author¬ 
ities. Nolan made a comeback on 48 metres on 
January 31st, after one year’s absence. He was 
broadcasting between 6.00-9.30 UTC on 6212 
kHz with his usual rock format, including Status 
Quo and Deep Purple, and at 9.25 his signal was 
tracked by the RCD, only 5 minutes after the 
sign-off. However, the raid wasn’t carried out 
until February 2nd, two days after the broad¬ 
cast which really is something worth noticing. 
Two policemen plus a guy from the postal au¬ 
thorities payed a visit to operator Ronnie telling 
him that they had logged him on the Sunday and 
that they wanted his 100 W transmitter. Ron¬ 
nie is now risking the consequence of ending up 
in jail, as he has been raided three times and 
been in jail twice before. “I wonder what the 
judge has got in store for me this time” Ronnie 
says. Ronnie also says this might be the end of 
his station, but he hopes to be back next year 


by getting a relay. 

Radio Pacman is the latest newcomer to 76 
metres together with Radip Psychadelica and 
Wave Radio International (see below) and 
was logged on 3932 kHz on March 6th at 23.51 
UTC. Pacman was then heard again March 
21st on 3931 kHz at 0.00 UTC with Q3 qual¬ 
ity here.

The “jungle man” (nick name used by Bill!) of 
Radio Pirana International . Jorge R Gar¬ 
cia, is now back from his Icnghty journey in 
South America and was heard again on Satur¬ 
day night February 13th which was the same day 
as he arrived to Europe! A very enjoyable show 
was also heard on 6255 kHz on February 14th 
with a programme including Coca-Cola commer¬ 
cials and recordings of South American radio 
stations. Jorge has been very active the latest 
month, but says that he will decrease the num¬ 
ber of broadcasts a little bit. Jorge also recently 
informed me about his coming transmissions this 
spring. His schedule is as follows: 18th of April 
at 15 or 16 on 21590 kHz LSB, alternative fre¬ 
quency 21780 kHz; at 21 or 22 UTC on 13950 
kHz.

The eveing broadcasts at 21 or 22 UTC will 
probably be beamed to South America.

But anyway, this trans¬ 
mission might reach North America too. Our 
transmission on December 6th last year was car¬ 
ried out with the directional antenna and we re¬ 
ceived several reports from North America for 
this. The reception was poor though.” Jorge 
says.

It seems as though 
PFBS used very low power since the signal was 
rather weak here (Q2). A few years ago, when 
the station was as most active, they usually were

very, very strong, so I really wonder what’s hap¬ 
pened to all those high powered transmitters I 
believe PFBS once had? Unfortunately, I have 
no information on PFBS’ future activities. SPZ 

Radio Psvchadelica is a new 76 metre pi¬ 
rate that have joined the line-up of those crazy 
spoof-stations. Their first test broadcast was 
aired March 7th on 3910 kHz, noted here be¬ 
tween 0.00-0.21 UTC featuring some psychadelic 
Tangerine Dream tunes from the early 70’s. 
Good signals were reported from UK, Scandi- 
naivia and Germany. Their second broadcsist 
was more lengthy (1 hour) and went out two 
weeks later (March 21st) on 3900 kHz at mid¬ 
night UTC with an absolutely crazy show, in¬ 
cluding rather extreme psychadelic music (early 
Gong tunes, Pink Floyd “A saucerful of se¬ 
crets”, “Alan’s psychadelic breakfast” etc!), al¬ 
though the show began with Beethoven’s famous 
“Fate”! The station had female DJ Sheila in the 
studio plus another DJ reading his latest erotic 
poems! The programme also featured several 
strange sounds and noises of sexual excitement, 
apparently caused by the poems and the attrac¬ 
tion between the two DJs. The station contacted 
me a while before the fist broadcast went out 
and they decided to use my personal address for 
correspondence. The operators want to keep a 
low profile though and was reluctant to tell any¬ 
thing specific about their station, but said they 
have a handful of 76 metre crystals including 
3900, 3905, 3910 & 3915 kHz. They also promise 
to answer all reception reports with their “very 
psychadelic QSL-card”. SPZ 

TST Rock will leave SW for good in favour of 
Radio Recharge International . As a matter 
of fact, the people behind these stations arc the 
same and they thought it was stupid to run two 
stations. RRI have bought new equipment and 
should sound even better in 1993 and will use 
6270 kHz in the 48 metre band. RWI 

The nice surprise on 76 metres March 21st was 
Russian pirate Romantic Space Radio who 
had a DX-programme in English on 3910 kHz 
LSB (I guess via Live Wire Radio, right Bill?), 
airing recordings of many stations that Arty 
has received during the last couple of months 
in Moscow. Very interstiiig and also very en¬ 
joyable! Great Arty. Among the pirates Arty 
had received were Radio Meteor, Radio Armada 
and Britain Radio International. Signal strength 


here was S7 and reception quality Q5. 

Radio 75 is a new Russian pirate that appeared 
on Saturday night March 21st on 3905 kHz 
QSO-ing with RWBI. No address is known, but 
you might try using the RWBI/RSR address in 
Moscow. FDX SPZ 


Radio 76 is obviously (considering the name) 
another new 76 metre pirate that intends to be¬ 
gin transmission in the near future. Power is 
appr.

Subterranean Sounds has now moved to 3905 
kHz in the 76 metre band which is a much clearer 
frequency as their “former” frequency of 3945 
kHz (well I guess Steve hasn’t given up 3945 
kHz yet?).

Tonair was one of the 
most active and most powerful Euro-pirates in 
the mid-80’s with regular broadcasts on both 
SW & MW with very enjoyable broadcasts. I 
certainly hope this was an indication of that 
Tonair is thinking of a serious return to the air¬ 
waves, fingers crossed here.

Wave Radio International is the name for 
the latest new Swedish Free Radio station. WRI 
was first heard on March 7th on 3916 kHz (LSB) 
at 2.00 UTC when he joined the QSO between 
Radio Fusion International and RWBI. 
Then the station used the name Radio Test 
as he couldn’t really decide what name to use 
for his station. Four days later, March 11th, he 
ran a QSO with RFI on 7415 kHz and then he 
called himself Moonlight Radio . But Jake of 
RFI suggested him to change the name into an¬ 
other since there’s already another pirate using 
that name as reported in PC3. However, WRI 
contiued to use the Moonlight identity for an¬ 
other week or so, until he’d come up with this 
new name, Wave Radio International, during 
the QSOs on 76 metres Saturday night March 
20th/21st. WRI is operated by a keen radio 
listener and radio amateur with much techni¬ 
cal knowledge. He’s in his mid 30’s and likes 
mostly to QSO with other stations, but there 
also is a chance that he will put out some nor¬ 
mal music programmes as well. He uses modern 
amateur radio equipment and can use any fre¬ 
quency between 0-30 MHz and you can expect 
him to be active on 76, 48 & 41 metres in the first 
place, but also on MW, the 45 metre band (6.6 
MHz) where there are quite a few illegal radio 
amateurs QSO-ing. Power at present is 50-100 
W and he uses different types of antennas for 
his broadcasts (dipoles, longwire aerials, delta 
loops).

Radio Waves International are looking for a 
new channel in the 41 metre band and has been 
heard testing on some different frequecies the 
last couple of weeks. If it doesn’t work out sat¬ 
isfy ingly, RWI might change their current 41 me¬ 
tre outlet to 48 metres.

THE 7415 REPORT; 
Z By Chris Lobdelliz 


Greetings from the other side of the Atlantic! Hopefully, the signs of spring have set in 
on your area as the New England area has had a snowy winter this year. I would like to 
lament the passing of the SIGNALS PROGRAM which aired its last show on 21 February 
1993. Sponsored by The Radio Collection, of Briar Cliff Manor, NY this show aired over 
WWCR and had "The Pirate and Clanny Report” hosted by Kristen Kaye. Her radio show 
was one of the few sources of US pirate activity and will be missed by many of us here in 
the good ole US of A. Now, let's get on to the logs! 

RADIO ESOTERICA (add: Stoneham) made one more broadcast on 14 January at 0225 
on 7417 kHz in AM mode. This was a repeat of the December show which included music 
from Italy, Japan and Germany. This station has proved to be an excellent QSLer. Future 
shows will include segments by a Mrs. Beasely, an elderly woman with a British accent! 

One of the more active pirates during the past few months has been RADIO AIRPLANE 
(add: Wellsville). Broadcasting from "The Free Skies Over North America” from his piper 
cub airplane. Noted on 23 Jan. at 0250 UTC on 7417 kHz and on 6 March at 0140 on 
7420.5 kHz and 0245 on 7416 kHz. He uses original comedy material and in one humorous 
show, his friend Dick Tator flushes an FCC monitor down the toilet after eating his cat. 
Funny stuff. They issue a nice laminated QSL which is actually an FAA flight log. 

If you are unlucky, you might come across KID RADIO . He comes on the air after his 
parents have gone out for the evening and IDs as "This is KID Radio, the QSO station, 
can anyone hear me?” Noted at 2245 at 7415U on 23 January. Has no maildrop, but says 
will QSL reports published in the ACE bulletin. He'll call for QSOs for a while and then 
leave if nobody answers. 

A new station noted on 24 January at 1428 UTC on 7415 was BAGHDAD RADIO . This 
station announced no maildrop. Programming consisted of Middle Eastern music, ADs for 
Omar’s Restaurant and "all lies all the time”. It was wiped out by Tangerine Radio’s sign 
on around 1433 UTC. 

TANGERINE RADIO made its comeback in a big way on 24 January (add: Wellsville) on 
7419 kHz at 1443 UTC. Completely wiping out Baghdad Radio it was heard with music 
by the Dead Kennedys, The Bobby Fuller Four. DJ Rick Forrester read a speech by a 
Hungarian leader of free radio. This station was also noted on 30 January at 2230 and 
2330 UTC. Nice to have this station from the mid 1980s back on the air! 

Pirate Jenny of Women Radio WYMN (add: Wellsville) made a return the the airwaves on 
30 January via CSIC on 7413 kHz at 2303 UTC. Her show featured the comedy of Kate 
Clinton (no relationship to our president!) and music by feminist groups Dos Fallopia and 
The Yeasty Girls with such classics as "My Breasts Are Out Of Control”! My favorite was 
the "Co-Dependent” song where kids learn to save the rent money and not blow it on horse 
racing. I understand that Jolly Jake of RFI relayed this show on his broadcast recently. 

As we entered the month of February, one of the new stations heard was WREC aka 
"RADIO FREE EAST COAST”. Noted on 7418 kHz at 0200 on 7 Feb. with a mixture of 
rock and country music (add: Wellsville/BRS). The DJ calls hintself P.J. Sparks and was 
relayed by the North American Pirate Relay Service (NAPRS). The station hopes to have 
its own transmitter back on the air soon. 


Jolly Jake and his own brand of jazz fusion and heavy metal music hit the airwaves of 

IS 


the USA on 12 Feb. RADIO FUSION INTERNATIONAL was noted on 7417 with Air 
raid sirens that could be heard at the start of the show. It also included an ad for Pirate 
Connection Magazine. The usual Halden Norway address for reports was announced. The 
broadcast was also repeated in the USB mode on 27 Feb. at 22:08 UTC on 7417 kHz. 
The relay station, according to informed sources, was the NAPRS. 

UNION CITY RADIO returned to the airwaves after a long silent period. They were noted 
with marathon shows on 15050 kHz on both 13 and 14 Feb. from around 2100 UTC till 
around 0000 UTC. This station played rock music and some comedy bits (add: Wellsville). 
Let’s hope we hear more of them in the future. 

Another station that we heard in February was GROUND LEVEL NETWORK (add: Wells¬ 
ville). Noted on 7 Feb. at 2300 on 7413 kHz, the DJ who calls himself "Just Bob” uses 
a 40 watt AM transmitter. Programming consisted of Bob reading articles about penile 
curvature and orthodontic pacifiers! QSLs were received quickly from Bob who also claims 
to be an exhibitor of photographs. 

What would a pirate report be without THE VOICE OF THE GREAT WHITE NORTH 
aka CSIC ? They were heard on the usual 7413 kHz at 0200 UTC on 21 Feb. (add: 
BRS/Merlin). This was a repeat on a September show featuring comedy and rock music, 
including John T. Arthur’s "Fruit Of The Loom News Briefs”. In a letter intercepted by 
your editor, Rambo, head honcho of CSIC, said he was going to try new frequencies in the 
6800-7000 kHz range in order to avoid jamming and the coastal station WLO which had 
recently been assigned 7415 kHz by the FCC. 

THE FOX (add: BRS/Wellsville/Merlin!) made an appearance on 27 Feb. at 0010 UTC 
on 7415 kHz. The show featured a religious parody of Pastor Bob and The Little Highway 
Chapel and gave a 1-900 phone number to call (9$2.95 for the first minute. This station 
was going to give out a 1993 WRTVH as a prize for the best comedy material submitted 
on tape. 

VVMPO . at least I think that it was!, was noted on 27 Feb at 0114 on 7415 (no address) 
with a comedy show featuring various air checks that were available from a company in 
Texas called ’’Payless”. IDs were available for teen age boys who like to have sex with 
sheep, truckdrivers who forget their names, etc... This may have been a relay by The Fox. 

Rob Roy, the voice of RADIO SCOTTISH MONTREAL , was noted back on the air via 
CSIC on 27 Feb. at 2300 UTC, freq: 7413 kHz (address: BRS). This station features 
current events that are taking place in the Scottish community of greater Montreal and 
Scottish music. We liked the music, but found the current events info more suited for those 
who live near the "cultural center of North America”. A good verifier! 

The weekend of March 13-14 will always be known as the "Blizzard Weekend of 1993”. 
Hurricane winds and snow measured in meters belted the entire Eastern Coast of North 
America from Alabama to Newfoundland. Because of the bad weather, many pirates took 
the opportunity to broadcast, feeling that the FCC bureaucrats wouldn't try to brave the 
floods and snowdrifts to bust anyone.

RADIO MORANIA . 0058-0115 on 7417. Interesting show featuring D.J. John P. Dingle. 
They claimed to be the external service of Morania and every time they announced their 
address, they would deliberately generate noise so it couldn't be heard! 

WRV (aka "The Radio Virus") was noted at 0235 on 7416. DJ is Pirate Pete who promised 
a "HIV Positive QSL" for reception reports. 

Other stations noted were HE MAN RADIO . RADIO USA . RADIO AZTECA . WYMN . 
TANGERINE RADIO , and WLIS . As you can see, it was a pirate listener’s goldmine!

NOT TO BE confused with Radio Della 
from Elburg, RADIO DELTA Ruurlo is the 
best known and most active of the two 
stations. Coincidentally, both of them also 
operate on the shortwave bands. 

In 1980 as a young 17 year old, Gertie 
(pronounced Nettie) started his pirate 
career on 101 MHz FM. In December 
1981, he made his first appearance on 
MW 227m. This though was short lived 
lasting for only one year, after when he 
was not heard for three years. Then, 
much to the delight of DXers, he made a 
return to MW 186m in 1985 with weekend 
international programmes. 

1987 saw the first shortwave trans¬ 
mission which was made on 6318 kHz 
using the name PETER BELL. He was 
quite a regular and became quite well 
known as an international pirate. For his 
first SW transmission, Gertie received 52 
reports from several countries. RADIO 
DELTA has been heard ever since, 
dividing his time equally between SW and 
MW broadcasts. 

Taking a look at the studio we find 
transmitter (homemade), power amplifier, 
inverter, turntables, mikes, cassette deck 
and a very large selection of records and 
CDs. Gertie freely admits to a dislike of 
Dutch traditional music and plays nothing 
but English rock mainly from the 70s and 
the 80s. As I said, the transmitter is home 
built along with the power amplifier which 
both give outputs of around 200 watts. 
Gertie is very technically minded and has 
built many transmitters one which was 
once capable of giving out 1500 watts! 

His receiver is the Panasonic DR26. 
The antenna is a special Inverted V 
design. Each leg is 24 metres long and 
the total height is 15 metres. He lives on 
a farm so luckily there is no shortage of 
antenna space! 

Gertie is single (lucky man!) and is now 
29 years old working as an electrical and 
hydraulic mechanic. He has a good com¬ 


mand of English and is spends one night 
per week at evening school learning the 
language. 

At the moment, and especially since 
the emergence of the dreaded inter¬ 
ference on 186m, RADIO DELTA is heard 
very irregularly on MW. However, he 
transmits every second weekend of the 
month on 6200 kHz SW. With his 
powerful transmitting equipment, recep¬ 
tion Is good and often excellent in many 
parts of Europe. Some nice QSL cards, 
stickers and a station fact sheet are 
available from RADIO DELTA for correct 
reception reports. Write to: P.O. BOX 65, 
7260 AB Ruurlo, Netherlands. 

In 1993, RADIO DELTA should be 
sounding a little different. Gertie is taking 
a well earned break from the mike to 
concentrate on the technical side of 
operations. Programming will therefore be 
handed over to friend, Peter. Listen out 
for the new style RADIO DELTA complete 
with jingles. Hopefully the station will be 
around for some time to come as it is hard 
to Imagine a SW band without this famous 
pirate. ■

NEWS TO DATE ABOUT THE RAPIOF AX P ROIECT 1st March 1993 


The following letters (0,0), to the Broadcasting Department of the Department of National 
Heritage, are self-explanatory. Here Is the background: 

Radlofax broadcast Its service of science, technology, media and technical news and Information 
from Ireland for some four years, ending on 30th September 1992 after telephone calls from the 
Department of Communications In Dublin had advised us of "embarrassment’ to the Republic and 
threatened enforcement action. We have been applying to the UK Home Office for a licence 
since 1986 and made (fruitless) submissions In response to the White Paper on Broadcasting In 
February 1989. 

We recently had a meeting with the Broadcasting Department of the DNH. Also present were 
representatives from the DTI’s Radlocommunlcatlons Agency. As far as the DNH are concerned we 
are good news. We are what the government Is looking for; new, different. Independent. 
Innovative etc. They have had more letters requesting Radlofax be licenced than on any other 
Issue, apart from the long wave rumpus. They now want to look Into the subject of short wave 
(know they have to) and produce a policy later this year. 

All very hopeful. But, for their part, the DTI see many problems with "availability of frequencies’ 
and the "large amount of work" connected with International registration. Their estimate of the cost 
of licensing Is astonishing. 

The point about how it can be right for the Vo A, Canada, japan and others to be broadcasting from 
British soil, when we cannot, has really put the cat among the pigeons. It seems a most 
Inconsistent practice which has evolved over the years and bypassed the law. It is a question 
nobody seems keen to answer. 

As for Ireland, we ourselves have had a very nice but "1 can’t get involved" letter back from the 
President of Ireland, Mary Robinson. Dublin has not replied to listeners, even those who sent two 
letters or enclosed IRCs. A brilliant Idea thought of by one person Is complaining to the Irish 
Ambassador about bringing the Republic Into disrepute and far more embarrassing than this radio 
station they should have been proud of anyway, etcetera. Replies come from Mr. joseph Small, 
Irish Embassy. 17 Grosvenor Place, London SWIX 7HR. If they don’t even put the subject on the 
agenda it strengthens our moral position If we were ever to return. They have now got some idea 
that It is not just another pop station and how much people care about It. 

If we can come up with a way in which we could return viably with Radlofax I am sure eveiyone 
would still be keen, but that's about the news for now.

I cim writing following our meeting about the Radiofax project. 

It is encouraging to hear that the diversity and fresh type of service we 
offer are just what the government is looking for. 

The estimated "six figure sum for the WT licence alone" mentioned by the 
Radiocommunications Agency has to be regarded as outrageous. It is so much 
higher than charges for other licences or by other administrations that it 
calls into question the working practices and efficiency of the Department. 
Can the Radiocommunications Agency not issue a simple licence which does not 
attempt to specify operating frequencies, but requires them to be properly 
listed with the International Frequency Registration Board? Such a system 
would allow the flexibility which is essential on short wave. Also, the BBC 
might offer economical contract bookings for our handful, along with the 
many thousands of registrations they regularly make for their own schedules. 

We remain interested in the legality under British law of broadcasts to the 
UK from England by others than the BBC and Radio Authority, 

BBC World service transmitters are used, for which general published service 
maps leave the UK blank, yet programme material and choice of transmission 
time and frequency leave no doubt that service is aimed at the UK. 

The relevance is this. In principle, Radiofax could set up from an address 
abroad and then seek a transmission arrangement with BBC World Service and 
the Foreign and Commonwealth office. So far, agreements have only been with 
state broadcasters of other countries, but where is the statute regulating 
all this? Foreigners can do things here that British citizens can't. 

What is going on?

RADIO PIRANAS 
SOUTH AMERICAN TOUR 

By Jorge R. Garcia 


The flight to South America 
The time is 23 o’clock and my son, daughter, wife and 
myself are sitting in a Jumbo Jet 747 from the Span¬ 
ish company Ibnria with flight number IB6921 from 
Madrid to “the promised land”. In the baggage of 
course, as a true pirate, components for building up a 
transmitter... Ten hours later, after one stop in Buenos 
Aires, we arrived at our destination for two months. I 
was a little bit nervous about what the customs would 
say if they found the tubes etc. The four crystals I 
brought with me I had put in the pockets of my pants. 
I had already prepared myself to say to them that the 
tubes was for an audio amplifier that 1 would build, in 
case they would ask. But I was lucky. Even if they took 
a look into all the baggage they didn’t see the compo¬ 
nents, only my Kenwood R-1000 communications re¬ 
ceiver. After passing all that, we met our family who 
were waiting for us. When we got outside the airport 
building that had air-conditioning, we were shocked by 
the very warm weather, 39® C!!! In Madrid it was 

only 10® C. 

Building and testing the transmitter 
After a few weeks I begun to construct the transmitter. 
There was a few components that I hadn’t brought with 
me from Europe: 600 V transformer, some resistors and 
capacitors for the power supply. What I thought was 
the easiest to find was in fact the most difficult. One 
day I walked at least 20 km in the capital city looking 
for a capacitor that could handle high voltage. But no, 
the highest that the shops had was mostly 35 V. Finally, 
I found one shop that had only two rated for 250 V. 
With this we could use only 325 V to the plate. The 
15th of January, we managed to get on air. I set up the 
dipole for 15013 kHz in the middle of the night and so 
we were on air. Not with full power of the 6146B tubes 
though because of the power supply. It was very nice 
to get on air, right from the heart of South America. 
On the morning the 16th of January, my brother-in-law 
and I took my father’s car and drove a few kilometers 
to check how it worked, and it was very good. We 
found a place under a tree and drank the typical South 
American “tcrere” cold ice tec and listened to the pre¬ 
recorded programme. Then the frequency suddenly was 
silent. What happened? we asked ourselves. Had the 
transmitter blown up? We drove back quickly to my 
father’s house and discovered that someone had taken 
the electricity plug out. It was my father. He is nearly 
70 years old and didn’t understand what we were doing. 
He heard that there was a slight sound in the corner of 
the room and he couldn’t see anyone there so he thought 
why should this be on? So he had simply taken out the 
electricity plug. 


Pirates in the jungle 

From the 22ndof Januarywe were right in the jungle for 
one week. We had 100 km to the nearest city. It was 
a very nice place. You could see the forest wherever 
you looked. It was like paradise. The only bad thing 
in the area is the malaria. I’m not sure if I am con¬ 
taminated yet, but my brother-in-law got the malaria! 
Some indians appeared now and then, visiting the clinic 
to get attended by my sister-in-law. Sadly enough, we 
couldn’t get on air from there despite the “big plans” 
that we had. Our intention was to be on the air 4-6 
hours a day, but there was no regular electricity, only a 
generator they would run in the evenings. Well, we had 
the dipole up, but because of my foolishness I connected 
something wrong and the capacitor in the power supply 
blew up. We were only on for some minutes (maybe 
Jack and Bill could explain why it went wrong after 
having seen their ultra-modern transmitter on video - 
the latest in radio technology I! I). Well I got one capac¬ 
itor in a small village 26 km away, but this was rated 
for just 300 V and exploded after only some minutes! 
The others in the house came running into the room 
thinking that I had almost died!! In fact, I was ex¬ 
pecting I would die as it was an offensive smell in the 
room. I went back to the civilization and I got new 
capacitors, four very good ones and during the last two 
transmissions we could rise the power up to about 70 
W. 

Bye South America 

On my stay in this South American country I also vis¬ 
ited a few local radio stations. I also met my old radio 
friend, one of the most known radio personalities who 
works on the biggest private broadcasting station in the 
country. Twice he took me out to a restaurant where we 
ate and talked for a long time about the radio situation 
in the country, sports and the world in general. He also 
commemorated his visit in my home in Europe when 
he had a trip to the “old world”, making programmes 
for his station that was covering a sports event. The 
12th of February we were very, very sad since we had to 
leave South America and return to Europe again. But 
I hope to go back to South America again in two-three 
years and then possibly stay there forever! And I also 
hope I will be able to do some more pirate broadcasting 
from down there.

Well its the summer of 1992 and we've finally got round to writing a information 
sheet.Believe it or not Radio Gloria has been around since 1987 when we got 
a 30W TX,we did'nt do much in the way of broadcasts due to the lack of studio 
equipment and also due to the fact that our TXs PSU was run from a 12v car 
battery that needed to be recharged all the time.The 1st real transmission from 
the station was a QSO with the old 48m station Spectrun World Broadcastirg ,we 
mainly just QSOed with W4R for a i^ile after that. 

We done the odd music transmission but due to the lack of a mail drop it 
was a pretty pointless exercise as we could not get any feedback from listeners 
We had some problems with our modulation as we couldnt put it very high dufcl 
to RF feed back.TMs was cured somewhat at the begir^ir^ of 1988 when WMR gave 
us a new mic,this helped but it did not cure all of the RF,just shortly afterwards 
we got the use of the 23 S.Beechwood drop,thirds went ok for a while untill 
the IC in our modulator blew up,we then had to use a mod system called out board 
mod which was feedii^ the mod transformer via an amp,it worked fine.But in 1989 
Jack Russel coved ^ed our TX to valved modulation it worked just about the best 
of all our mod systems,later in the year we were payed a visit by Bill of LWR 
who brought us a present of a HT transformer to power our TX.In late 1991 we 
felt we would like to broadcast on ISnihz due to the success of stations like 
WMR,LWR and PFBS,while convertitg our TX we burned out our tunnir^ caps,but 
our good friend Bill kindly fixed our TX,he also improved our modulation 
greatly by givinfl us the original DX 20 mod choke,at the moment our mod is at 
the best it has ever been.As of late 1992 we replaced our 48m dipole with a 
new one,we have also raised it and moved it,it now seems to give us a better 
signal. 

So far we have received reports from the followir^ countries; 

SCOTLAND, ENGLAND, IRELAND, WALES, FRANCE, HOLLAND, BELGIUM, NORWAY, SWEDEN, F INLAND, ITALY 
SPAIN,EAST & WEST GEMANY,CANADA & USA. 

Our studio4'quipment consists of the followir^;! Sanyo belt drive deck,l Sanyo 
direct drive deck,l Soundlab 5 channel stereo mixer,1 Phonics 4 channel stereo 
mixer,1 Sanyo music centre used as a amp,l ex WMR news mic,various tape decks, 
our record colletion has about 1510albums,200 7 and 5tll 12inch sirgles. 

Our Tx has an 0/P of 25watts and the ants are % wave dipoles. 

Lastly thinks to the following people Jack Russel of WMR,Bill Lewis of 
LWR,Jock Wilson of Radio Stella and Jerry Coatsworth of Canada. 








There is still dropping in a few comments on Pirate Connection a little now and then. Our dear 
friend Albert Dolfing on Radio Scotland seemed to be especially happy about Pirate Connection 2 
which had a feature on his station. He also brought PC with him to a pub and many people read 
the article: 

Many thanks for the latest edition of PC, / read it with great pleasure. Also the PC with my interview 
was very nice, also other readers of PC liked it as I see in the letters in PCS. Many other pirates in 
my area read it too and I also took the PC with me to a pub and everyone read it and they liked it 
too. 

Jann Larsson in Ronninge, Sweden says: 

Thanks to Pirate Connection Vve really become alive to the short wave pirates. 

Now to something totally different. We’ve received a rather irritated letter from Magnus Jesperson 
in Vaster^, Sweden and he criticize the charge of 1 IRC/1 USD/1 mint stamp that I and Derek 
demand for our different mail forwarding services. He writes: 

In PC2 I read a quite interesting article on Dutch medium wave pirates (^'DX-ing Dutch pirates on 
medium wave” by Stefan Printz and Derek Taylor). Toward the end of the article, the authors point 
out that cassette tapes are highly appreciated by the pirates, and that double return postage, a few 
postcards or similar shall be enclosed. Finally, after the QSL has arrived, a thanks note shall always 
be sent to the station. In the next issue of PC I noted that DPRS (a quite common address of the 
Dutch pirate stations) requires one IRC in forwarding charge (2 IRCs for tapes) per report. Things 
have certainly fallen way below any reasonable price-performance ratio... A reception report may cost 
SEK 70 or even more according to the principles outlined above. What are the stations (and DPRS) 
trying to achieve? Pricing themselves out of the market? I have been a more or less active pirate 
DX-er for more than 15 years now. And as far as I can remember, I have never sent more than two 
IRCs to a pirate station, and I have not experienced any difficulties in getting QSLs. I am going 
to stick to my habits in this respect - two IRCs per report - forwarding maildrops or not (this used 
to be transparent to the DX-er - what has happened in this respect?). If this behaviour results in a 
major response loss, then the sad, but not quite unexpected, consequence is: my pirate DX-ing days 
are over. 

Well thanks for your comments Magnus. I think you’re quite unfair in your description though, 
saying that a report will cost up to SEK 70. This is just nonsense Magnus. The only thing I and 
Derek require for our mail forwarding services is coverage for forwarding the report. Many of the 
pirates Derek and I forward reports to, wouldn’t perhaps be reachable at all. Especially Derek’s 
forwarding service of Dutch pirates is especially valuable, as many of the Dutch pirates don’t have 
an address. I would also like to point out that for many pirates (especially Dutch), it’s enough to 
send 1 IRC or 1 USD, so a report wouldn’t cost you more than SEK 20. Be sure that neither of 
Derek and me make any money out of our services, quite the reverse. Often people forget to enclose 
the forwarding fee, but I’ve always forwarded the letters anyway and I think Derek has done the 
same too, even though he receives much more letters than me and it’s more frustrating for him if 
too many don’t include enough IRCs/USDs. Derek also wants to comment your letter Magnus: 

So far DPRS has received nothing but praise from DX-ers all over Europe. The USA and Canada 
too. I don't think it is unreasonable to ask for 1 IRC. Magnus says he has never sent more than 2 
IRCs. We are not asking more than 2 IRCs. Just one for the station and one for the DPRS. The 
Dutch pirates have never received as many reports from listeners and they too are full of praise for 
the DPRS. If Magnus has never had any difficulty in getting QSLs, he must be a very unique DX-er 
and I’m sure everyone would like to know his secret. Anyway, he’s entitled to his opinion, but if he 
hears any of the listed DPRS stations, I would be very interested to know 'how he intends to contact 
them. However, as his pirate DX-ing days are over, I don’t think he’ll be using the DPRS anyway. 

Well that ends “Letters” for this time. If you want to continue the debate Magnus, please send your 
answer in good time before the deadline of PC5 so that also Derek will have a chance to answer you 
in time. Cheerio folks...Stefan.

Good evening Ladies and 
Gentlemen, this is the sound 
of Rock & Roll, from the 
station of the stars, this is 
Starshine. 

I read PC2 and JJ Rambling 
thoughts, and I have to say, 
it is up the listener to 
decide what is quality. 
Piratestations normaly 
transmitt because it is fiin, 
not because of some kind of 
quality- mission. We do not 
have any rules to go by, we 
can "jump up" anywhere on 
the band, but we try not to 
disturb any other stations. 
And that was the point I was 
coming to. There are some 
stations out there with bad 
transmitters, and they 
occupy a lot of frequencies 
when they are on the air. No 
names, but there are one 
particular on the great 76 
meterband. Station like 
those give us "small-band- 
operating-stations" bad 
reputation. The normal Dx-er 
says that we disturb to much 
and therefore they do not 
like Pirates. So try not to 
disturb any other stations 
when you are on air. When I 
read reports comming to SR 
they often say that I was 
disturbed after 30-45 
minutes by other stations 
operating on a frequency 
just a few kHz away. This is 
one of the reasons why I 



broadcast in SSB and not in 
AM. This is some kind of 
service from Starshine 
Radio, I whant my listeners 
to hear SR with a good sound 
and if I use AM, I know that 
I can nop produce that 

because of the 
risk that 
another station 
will appear just 
a few kilohertz 
away. So if you are 
broadcasting in AM, make 
sure that you have room for 
your signal first. 

Talking about reading 
reports, it is always nice to 
receive reports after a 
show, but it is not that fun 
to read a BC-report. What I 
mean by BC-report is a 
standard form, that you just 
fill in the blank lines. 

Use a typewriter, a word- 
processor or even your 
beautyful hand-script (I re¬ 
commend typewriter for some 
of you DX-ers out there),but 
not those ugly forms. Please 
all lovely DX-ers,do not use 
standard-forms when you 
report a Free Radio Station! 

I hope we meet out there 
soon on the great 76 mb.
